They are in the highest degree intolerant, 
and this every Mason knows, In a recent 
number of their great Masonic organ, pub- 
lished in New York, they advise the Ma- 
sons in Oberlin in no way to patronize those 
who oppose them. Those who renounce 
Masonry are well aware of their danger 
But, notwithstanding, they are constrained 
by their consciences, by the fear and love 
of God, and by the inter 
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putting himself in the line of power. He 
cannot make himself love God, regenerate 
his life, make his affections pure and holy ; 
yct he has a power of bringing this nature 
subject to the divine forces that will 
bring. abeut this result.

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Besides, in them itis easy and natural to 
kneel, an attitude which is always good 
for us to take in presence of each other. 
Let the churches hold’ Christian sociables 
or fellowship meetings; gatherings to 
which only churchmembers are invited, 
and where the understood object of the 
meeting is spiritual conversation about 
ourselves and the condition of the church 
of which we are members. 

This subject, which is beginning to ar- 
rest attention and discussion in our church- 
es, is one of the most vital importance. 
It is not mere social knowledge of each 
other that we want—and we have far too 
little of that. We want spiritual knowl- 
edge. There can be little agreement in 
prayer, there can be little co-operation in 
the true spiritual work of the Church of 
Christ, there can be no close union to him 
who is our Head, and of whose body we 
are also members while we are also mem- 
bers one of another, without this spiritual 
knowledge. We do not know of a more 
serious Idndrance to the work of the 
churches than this spiritual ignorance of 
members the one of the other, which al- 
most inevitably results in coldness and 
distance, in jealousy, and pride, and un- 
fruitfulness. And it is certainly a very 
suggestive fact that in the prophet’s 
vision of dry bones the first movement 
was of bone to his bone.
